EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claims 1 and 8, the prior art does not disclose the use of an a tilt detector 
for controlling sound waveform data and associating tilt with a backing music data (and 
then comparing the performance with a reference). Regarding independent claims 21 
and 23, the prior art does not disclose the use of a insertable (and removable) storage 
medium for storing a program which also contains a tilt detector. Regarding claim 24, 
the prior art does not disclose the use of changing the frequency of a syllable of a lyric 
in accordance with detected tilt.
